Roughly speaking, it is the south* 
em third of the state of Illinois. 
For more than a century, this 
an a has been broadly referred to 
as Egypt. 
It has been known, 
even as Ut tie Egypt. 
A dancer 
who dazzled great-grandad at the 
Chicago Exposition, near the turn 
of the century, had the same ap­ 
pellation. 
How this section of Illinois got 
the name of Egypt is lost in the 
pioneer history of the area. His­ 
torians persist that the name goes 
hark to the early 1800*, when cen­

and 
northern 
Illinois 
wa* 
visited with a severe drought and 
famine. 
Pioneer farmers headed their 
wagons south, to the river towns 
of Cairo, 
Karnak 
and 
Thebes, 
where In the rich bottomlands,

grain was grown. 
Asked 
where 
they were headed, 
these 
deeply-religious f a r m e r s said, 
"Down to Egypt 
to buy 
corn " 
Since then the name has just 
clung.

UNTIL RECENTLY, the area 
has been far from prosperous. The 
land is rolling, some of ifs forest­ 
ed, much with underlying coal. 
Today, Egypt is at the crossroads 
of America. Two great navigable 
rivers, transcontinental railroads 
and cross-country highways open a 
new future for the area. 
Several huge pipelinea, carrying 
gas and petroleum, cut through it 
Within a day’s Journey are metro­ 
politan centi * Uke Chicago, St. 
Louis and Memphis. On its north­ 
ern border the town of Litchfield 
is the population center of the 
United States.

acknowledgement 
w a s 
made by its director of informa­ 
tion before a recent House Agri­ 
culture Appropriations Subcom 
mittee. The director, R. L. Web-

ster, explained to the subcom­ 
mittee that much of the informa­ 
tion sent to farmers is 
in the 
form of ‘‘farmers bulletins,’* of 
which there are several hundred. 
Last year 37 million copies of 
these bulletins were distributed— 
about IO per cent through mem­ 
bers of Congress. 
Many 
bulletins. 
Webster said, 
were written years ago. A third of 
them are more than IO years old, 
and one was prepared 33 years 
ago. It is about sheep. 
Older bulletins do not take into 
account 
recent 
agricultural 
re­ 
search. 
Webster 
said 
this 
was 
"rather disturbing.” 
"It is not really something we 
would like to advertise too much,” 
he said. 
* * * 
"ON THE OTHER hand, having 
found out about it myself, I would 
feel a little guilty if I did not share 
it (with the committee).” 
Ile said a lack of manpower to 
revise the bulletins in the light of 
latest scientific knowledge was re­ 
sponsible for the situation and ad­ 
ded that rn get the latest scientific 
developments translated into com­ 
mon everyday language for farm 
use is a "very complicated mat­ 
ter.”

bulletins. 
Instead of 
nothing, at least we can send those 
out.”

The CIO wanted a boost of 
about 184 cents an hour, plus 
other benefits. The steelworkers 
now average just under $2 an 
hour. 
The steel industry said it couldn't 
grant such a raise unless the gov­ 
ernment, which controls wages and 
prices, let it raise prices, too. 
The talks broke down. The union 
threatened to strike Jan I, one day 
after its contract with the industry 
ended. 
President Truman could have de­ 
layed the strike 80 days by using 
the Taft-Hartley Act through which 
the government can get a court or 
der forbidding a strike for about 
that length of time. 
• • • 
BUT THE union would have been 
free to strike at the end of those 
80 days if no settlement had been 
reached in that time. Besides. Tru­ 
man has said publicly he doesn't 
like T H. 
So he asked the union and indus­ 
try to let the Wage Stabilization 
Board, which sits on wages, to con 
sider the case. And, until the board 
gave an opinion, Truman asked the 
union not to strike. It agreed. 
The 18 man WSB—six members 
represent industry, six labor, arid 
six the public—began hearing both 
sides. It held a number of sessions. 
And last week, the labor and pub­ 
lic members made a recommenda­ 
tion: 
It would give the union, in in 
stallmcnts, a pay boost of around 
174 cents an hour, plus other 
money benefits and a union shop.

trial. So closely is the trial being guarded 
even the presiding judge has to have a pass 
to get in. This unusual situation has been 
brought about because of the assassination 
of the man who pointed out Sutton to ar­ 
resting officers, and whose f a m i l y is still 
receiving threats of death. 


Witnesses for the prosecution are under 
guard day and night, while those called for 
jury duty are reluctant to serve because 
of the danger of retaliation by gangsters. 
The New York gangsters are telling t h e 
public to leave us alone in our operations 
or be killed. 
It has been known for a long time that 
criminals in New York have been immune 
from prosecution because of political pro­ 
tection. The Suttons, Costelllos. and others 
of that stripe have had things their own 
way, ruling through fear and graft. But to 
make it impossible for courts of justice to 
operate peacefully, and to be under t h e 
threat of death while enforcing the low. 
brings the nation's jurisprudence to a low 
estate. 


ANARCHY IN BURMA 
IN SOUTHEAST ASIA, where confusion 
and chaos are endemic, there is no area 
more confused and chaotic than the food- 
surplus land of Burma. Some of the confu­ 
sion is geographic. Part of India lies on 
Burma's western frontier, almost isolated 
from the remainder of India by East Pak­ 
istan. 
Communist China could probably move 
in and take over, but the degree of anarchy 
so great that the Reds may hesitate. In 
any event, the Burmese are obtaining little 
benefit from 
their newly-won 
independ­ 
ence. 


Adding to the general confusion is* the 
latest news from the Arakan coast, south­ 
east of Pakistan, where the Moslems and 
Buddhists have been engaged in sporadic 
fighting for 
two years. 
The 
Moslems 
charge the Buddhists have 
turned Com­ 
munist and have captured quantities of 
weapons from government forces sent in to 
pacify them. 


The decisions of Judge Edward J. Dim­ 
ock rn the United States District Court in 
New York are. in many respects, mindful 
of a passage written by Frederick Engels, 
in IUDS, to a new print of Karl Marx’s 
“Class Struggles In France*’: 
“The irony of world history turns every­ 
thing upside-down. We, the ‘Revolutionar­ 
ies,’ the ‘Rebels,’ we are thriving far bet­ 
ter on legal methods than on illegal m e­ 
thods and revolts. The parties of order, as 
they call themselves are perishing under 
the legal 
conditions created by them­ 
selves—’’ 
Judge Dimock was sworn in on July 23, i 
1951. His judicial experience is limited to 1 
Ids present position. He has been the State 
reporter, editing the official law reports of 
the State of New York; he has served in 
the Office of Contract Settlements, Wash-1 
mgton. He has been a lecturer of the law 
of mun.cipa! corporations at the Yale Law 
School. Now, he is sitting in the Criminal 
Part of the United States District Court, j 
over which Judge Medina had presided in 1 
the trial of ‘he first string Communist lead­ 
ers. Juoge Dimock is presiding over the 
trial of the second string Communist lea d -; 
ers. 
So far. the Communists are having a field 
day of it. 
In the matter of habeas corpus proceed- | 
mgs involving the bail of Isidore Begun, 
one of the most notorious and publicly I 
known Communist leaders, the 
Govern­ 
ment. *n view of eight Communist fugitives 
in these cases, asked that in addition to 
bail, Begun should have a surety to guar- i 
antee his appearance. Judge Dimock said 
no surety was necessary, despite prior rul- j 
mg to the contrary by Judge Sylvester 
Ryan, an experienced jurist in this court, 
plus decisions in the Court of Appeals, and 
by Mr. Justice Reed of the United States 
Supreme Court. 


In the case of William Schneiderman. 
now head of the Communist Party of this ‘ 
country, he was indicted on the West Coast, j 
but happened to be in New York. The usual 
procedure is for the California people to 
say what bail they would like set; to move 
the culpnt to California; and to have d eci-1 
sions made there. California asked for 
$100,000 bail, which was subsequently re­ 
duced to $75,000. Judge Dimock further 
lowered the bail to $50,000 and stayed re­ 
moval for Schneiderman to make bail. 
lr the case of Irving Weissman, a Com­ 
munist wanted in Western Pennsylvania, 
Judge Dimock reduced the bail from $100,- 
000, an amount he regarded as ridiculous, 
to $35,000. These two reductions violated 
well-established precedent that a Federal 
District Court will not interfere with bail 
recommended by another district which 
has jurisdiction over the prisoner. 
The case of the second string Commun­ 
ists, technically referred to as United 
States V. Flynn et a1., was set for trial 
March 3 1952. At that time, the judges 
regularly assigned to the Criminal Part in­ 
cluded Judge Henry W. Goddard, the sec-

Preventing Complications in 
Babies Of Diabetic Mothers

DID you know we have to make 
tome babies cry frequently to help 
save their lives? Thia treatm ent 
la used for bable* of diabetic 
mothers, and help* keep the air 
passages clear, lung* expanded. 
If you havp diabetes, you have 
a 
good 
chance 
of 
having 
a 
healthy baby, provided you put 
yourself In the hands of a phy­ 
sician early enough. 
You should remember, how­ 
ever, th a t infant* of diabetic 
m others have a higher death rate 
th an those of normal mothers. 
Even 
with 
proper care, 
their 
death rate Is from 12 to 20 per 
cent. When such babies fall to get 
proper care, even more succumb. 
More Stillbirths 


Diabetic m others also produce 
a greater th an norm al percentage 
of stillbirths, and their bable* 
tend to suffer more from collapsed 
lungs after birth. 
The diabetic Infant Is usually 
born heavier th a n would be ex­ 
pected. The entire body shows a 
pronounced swelling and an ex­ 
tra large am ount of fat. As a rule, 
the 
baby has a longer 
body 
length, longer hair, and double 
eyelashes. 
These babies also tend to have 
twitching of the muscles, a yel­ 
lowish skin from Jaundice and, 
sometimes, convulsions. Defect*, 
such as heart m urm urs and club­ 
foot, are also more frequent. 
Babies of diabetic mothers may 
ahow a condition similar to shock, 
caused by a shortage of sugar In 
the blood. At one time, doctors 
definitely 
believed 
th a t 
the 
glands In the pancreas, which 
produce insulin, were overactive 
in these babies while they were 


still in the womb. The extra In­ 
sulin was thought to cause the 
shock condition seen at birth. 
Recently, it has been shown th a t 
this over&ctivity probably does 
not occur. 
The best way to protect babies 
from these complications is to 
keep the mother under careful 
control during pregnancy. This 
combines proper prenatal care 
with control of her diabetes. 
Excess Fluids Drained 
The care of the child depends, 
of course, on the exact conditions 
and the judgm ent of the a tte n d ­ 
ing physician. Care must be taken 
after birth to drain any excess 
fluid* from the lungs and clear 
the air passages. The stomach is 
also emptied, and treatm en t is 
continued every two or three 
hours for the first 12 hours. This 
is also the time when the baby 
may be stimulated to cry often. 
Often, the doctor may advise 
th a t the baby be kept In an in­ 
cubator for two or three days to 
regulate the body tem perature 
and supply oxygen continuously. 
He Is given no fluid or food for 
the first 48 hours. However, lf th* 
blood sugar is too low, small doses 
of glucose are given by injection. 
It la most Im portant th a t all 
diabetic m others be kept under 
the 
do ctors 
care 
throughout 
pregnancy, and th a t proper tre a t­ 
m ent be administered to the in­ 
fant immediately after birth.

Answer: In certain occupations, 
where there is excessive exposure 
to sunlight over m any years, the 
sun Is thought to help stimulate 
the growth of cancer cells In some 
Individuals.

Did you know that Luke 
a 
Gentile W'ho had never seen Christ 
— wrote more of the New Testa­ 
ment than any of the other w rit­ 
ers? 
He wrote the Gospel Ac­ 
cording to St Luke, and also the 
Acts of the Apostles—and what 
beautiful books they a re ’ 
He b e g i n s : 'Forasm uch as 
many have taken in hand to aet 
forth in order a declaration of 
these things which are most sure­ 
ly' believed among us. 
"Even as they delivered them 
unto us, which from the begin­ 
ning were eyewitnesses, and min­ 
isters of the word. It seems good 
to me also, having had perfect 
understanding of all things from 
the very first, to write unto thee 
in order, most excellent Theophi- 
his,” 
The Book of Acts is also ad­ 
dressed to Theophilua and speaks 
of "the former treatise” that he 
had written, “of all that Jesus be­ 
gan both to do and teach. 
"Until the day in which He was 
taken up. after that He through 
the Holy Ghost had given com­ 
mandments u n t o the Apostles 
whom He had chosen.” 
St. Luke was a good reporter. 
Doubtless he had questioned the 
Apostles minutely on all phases 
of Christ’s life and works and of 
their association with Him. He 
was an extremely accurate re­ 
porter and historian. 


unharmed. Seeing this the bar- 
bsrians decided he must he a god. 
The chief man of Mehta was 
named Publius, and his father was 
very ill with a fever. Paul visited 
him. and as he entered the room 
where the man lay, ‘‘he prayed, 
and laid his hands on him, and 
healed him.” 
After that others cairn* who had 
diseases and were healed. So the 
castaways were loaded with hon­ 
ors, 
In writing to the Colossians, 
Paul stated that Luke, the be­ 
loved physician, sent his greet­ 
ings. 
Luke apparently was not 
only Paul s physician, hut his con­ 
stant companion, in or out of 
prison 
In writing his last letter to 
Timothy, whom he called his “be­ 
loved son.” on the eve of his m ar­ 
tyrdom, Paul says, “Only' Luke is 
with me. Take Mark and bring 
him with thee: for he is profitable 
to me for the ministry.” 
The Gospel of St. Luke is called 
the gospel of humanity. It is also 
the gospel of womanhood. 
He 
gives us the story of the annunci­ 
ation to Mary, of Mary's song of 
praise to God, her visit to Eliza­ 
beth; of Simeon’s words to Mary 
in the temple, the story of the 
widow' of Nam, of the ministry of 
the women from Galilee, of Jesus’ 
visit to the home of Mary and 
Martha, and the account of the 
women at the crucifixion. 
His is also the gospel of the 
world Saviour.

Ohio Department of Agriculture 
today issued a v anting to persons 
selling nursery stock without first 
having it inspected 
All hardy plants, cither wild or 


cultivated, must bt examined by 
an inspector of the Ohio Depart- 
went of Agriculture before they 
may be sold, given away, or 
moved 
from 
one place to an­ 
other. 


Purpose of the law is to prevent 
the distribution or plant diseases 
and 
msrct 
pests 
Movement 
of 
p’ants 
is, logically enough, 
the 
chief method by which new pests 
arc introduced into the garden or 
the state. 
Many of our most serious plant 
pests have entered the country bv 
(b's method prior to the days of 
government sup* rvised fumigation 
of imported plant material.

• 


T H E LAW IS neither new or un 
usual. Similar laws are in force in 
all 48 states. 
In Ohio, the basic law is well over 
50 years old, although it has been 
amended many times during this 
period. The law is not well known 
except by nurserymen 
who 
are 
obliged to have their stock inspect­ 
ed at least once each year and to 
secure a certificate of inspection, 
and by dealers in nursery 
stock 
who must restrict their purchases 
to inspected sources 
Individuals not 
in the nursery 
business become acquainted with 
the law when they attempt to send 
plants, shrubs, etc. through 
t h e 
mails or express channels. All com­ 
mon carriers must refuse to accept 
such packages unless they b e a r 
certification tags. 


Spring months always bring re 


ncwed interest in gardening and 
some exchange and sale of plants 
from home gardens. 


Fall, too brings out the sale of 
chrysanthemums and bulbs from 
those who produced too many for 
their own use. Commercial grow­ 
ers arc required to protect t h e i r 
plants from pests in order to secure 
their licenses. 
Those who sell without a certifi­ 
cate of inspection do so at the risk 
of prosecution. 
Individuals who are not in 
the 
nursery business may secure 
in­ 
spection of plants for the occasion­ 
al gift or sale without cost by writ­ 
ing to the Division of Plant Indus­ 
try, Ohio Department of Agricul­ 
ture. Columbus 15, Ohio.
